ROAD  COMMISSIONER’S  REPORT. 


The  inhabitants  of  the  town  are  aware  of  the  bad  condition 
of  the  roads  generally,  through  a large  portion  of  the  town  when 
the  Commissioners  took  charge  of  them.  We  have  expended 
in  repairing  highways  and  bridges  the  past  year,  together  with 
the  Depot  road,  Commissioners’  services,  men,  teams,  repairing 
tools,  &c.,  the  sum  of  $2,316.90. 

The  commissioners  have  built  a new  piece  of  road  leading 
from  Main  street  to  Joseph  Bowen’s  house,  which  the  town  vo- 
ted and  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  build  two  years  ago.  This 
road  cost  in  its  construction,  $39.65  ; it  would  not  have  exceed- 
ed $30.  had  it  not  been  for  the  large  stone  which  had  to  be  re- 
moved in  its  construction.  In  the  past  year  we  have  removed 
over  5,000  loads  of  gravel  and  stone  on  the  roads,  and  we  think 
it  can  be  safely  said,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  much 
more  labor  has  *been  done  on  the  highways  the  past  year  than 
has  been  done  in  any  single  year  before.  The  reasons  for  this 
are  obvious  : under  the  former  system  of  dividing  the  town  into 
twenty-nine  highway  districts,  each  surveyor  in  the  several  dis- 
tricts having  but  a comparatively  small  sum  to  expend  in  his 
district,  did  not  feel  warranted  to  break  into  a hill  or  difficult 
place,  where,  if  anything  is  done,  it  would  require  considerable 
expense  to  accomblish  it ; and  for  that  reason  nothing  is  done, 
or  a little  patching  up  here  and  there,  which  proves  but  a little 
benefit  to  the  roads,  is  the  result.  On  the  other  hand,  the  com- 
missioners having  in  their  hands  the  whole  amount  of  money 
appropriated  for  highways  to  expend  as  their  judgement  deemed 
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best,  for  the  interest  of  the  whole  town,  they  can  act  very  differ- 
ently in  the  matter  than  district  surveyors.  If,  in  the  judgement 
of  the  commissioners,  there  needs  to  be  one,  two  or  three  hun- 
dred dollars  expended  on  any  given  road,  they  feel  at  liberty, 
and  in  justice  can  do  so,  which  the  district  surveyor  cannot  do  on 
account  of  the  limited  sum  he  has  to  expend.  Again,  much  is 
gained  in  removing  gravel  in  having  a large  number  of  men  and 
teams  under  the  charge  of  one  man,  having  the  men  and  teams 
well-balanced  so  that  neither  will  stand  idle,  waiting  one  for 
the  other,  thus  all  are  constantly  kept  at  work. 

The  commissioners  are  highly  in  favor  of  the  use  of  the  road 
machine  the  town  purchased  the  past  year ; it  is  our  judgment 
that  four  men  with  the  machine  will  accomplish  more  in  re- 
moving the  earth  on  the  sides  of  the  roads  into  the  centre  and 
finish  twice  or  even  three  times  as  much  as  that  number  can  in 
the  former  method  of  repairing  roads,  and  our  judgement  in  this 
matter  is  fully  corroborated  by  those  in  other  towns  which  are 
using  similar  machines. 

For  the  information  of  the  town,  we  present  the  average  sums 
that  the  town  has  paid  the  last  four  years  for  repairing  roads 
and  bridges : 

Deducting  out  in  1880,  $360.89  for  building  culverts  on  Main 
street;  in  1881,  $541.84  on  Railroad  street;  and  in  1883, 
$453.62  on  the  Lovett  bridge;  making  the  average  expenditure 
for  the  four  years  past  on  repairing  roads  and  bridges  $2,604.43, 
or  with  the  above  deductions  added,  making  the  sum  total  ex- 
pended annually  $2,943.54. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that,  with  the  except- 
ion of  the  Depot  street,  if  the  same  amount  appropriated  as  last 
year,  be  judiciouly  expended  for  two  years  to  come,  the  roads  will 
be  in  good  condition  and  can  then  be  kept  s6  for  fifteen  or  six- 
teen hundred  dollars  annually  expended.  We  further  recom- 
mend that  in  view  of  the  present  condition  of  Depot  road,  that 
the  town  appropriate  but  two  hundred  dollars  the  coming  year 
instead  of  three  hundred,  as  in  the  past.  The  commissioners 
will  further  report  that  we  have  endeavored  to  expend  the  money 
appropriated,  in  the  most  economical  and  judicial  manner,  for 
the  interest  of  the  whole  town.  We  have  had  to  leave  some 
roads  without  doing  much  to  them  this  year,  but  they  will  be 
attended  to  the  coming  year.  The  town  can  readily  see  that 
the  bad  state  the  roads  were  in  when  we  took  charge  of 
them,  could  not  in  one  year  with  the  usual  sum  of  money  ap- 
propriated, make  them  all  they  ought  to  be.  We  are  sat- 
isfied that  after  giving  three  years  trial  to  the  present  system, 
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the  wisdom  of  the  change  will  be  satisfactory  to  all  ; but  if  not, 
after  a fair  trial,  the  town  can  adopt  any  other  method  they  may 
deem  best  for  repairing  the  highways. 

Your  commissioners  will  further  report  we  have  submitted 
our  accounts  and  books  with  the  vouchers,  for  all  we  have  done, 
to  the  Selectmen,  for  their  examination  and  approval.

WARRANT  FOR  TOWN  MEETING. 


Worcester,  ss. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Douglas,  in  the 
County  of  Worcester,  Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 

You  are  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Doug- 
las, qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet 
in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said  Douglas,  on  Monday,  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  March,  inst.,  at  ten  o’clock,  in  the  forenoon  : 
then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 
Art.  2,  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year,  including  an  Agent  and  three  Appraisers  on  the 
Devise  of  Moses  Wallis,  to  the  inhabitants  of  Douglas;  three 
School  Committee  for  three  years  each,  and  one  for  one  year, 
to  fill  vacancy;  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  for  three 
years  each,  and  one  for  one  year  to  fill  vacancy ; and  one  Road 
Commissioner  for  three  years. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  Town  officers 
and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  by  tax,  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  mon- 
ey as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Poor,  of  Schools, 
for  paying  the  several  school  districts  for  their  property, 
taken  by  the  town,  for  repairing  school  houses,  repairing  High- 
ways and  Bridges,  and  for  payment  of  debts  and  contingent  ex- 
penses for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  recind  the  vote 
passed  at  the  Annual  March  meeting  of  1883,  under  article  19 
of  the  Warrant  of  said  meeting,  whereby  the  town  voted  to  ac- 
cept the  provisions  of  the  statutes,  and  that  we  repair  the  high- 
ways, townways  and  bridges  the  ensuing  year,  by  choosing 
three  Road  Commissioners. 
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Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  Highways, 
Townways  and  Bridges  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Collect- 
or of  Taxes  for  1884,  to  collect  interest  on  all  taxes  not  paid  at 
a specified  time,  and  to  fix  said  time  and  rate  of  interest ; also 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  interest  on  all  taxes  paid 
before  said  time,  and  fix  the  rate  thereof. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  give  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
the  same  authority  that  a Town  Treasurer  has  when  collector. 

Art.  9.  To  determine  the  time  when  the  Poll  and  other 
taxes  shall  be  collected. 

Art.  10.  To  act  upon  the  list  of  Jurors  reported  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  paying 
current  expenses  when  there  is  a deficiency  in  Treasury,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  use  the  Town  will  make  of  the  Dog 
Fund  (so  called),  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  13.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxica- 
ting liquors  in  this  town  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  an  appropriation  of 
one  hundred  dollars  to  Grand  Army  Post  137,  for  Memorial 
day  purposes  for  the  current  year. 

Art.  15.  To  hear  the  report  of  any  outstanding  committee, 
and  act  thereon. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  a special  appropria- 
tion for  repairing  the  Depot  road. 

Art.  17.  To  see  of  what  number  the  acting  Superintending 
school  committee  shall  consist  the  current  year. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  compensation  the  Superintending 
School  Committee  shall  receive,  including  the  enumeration  of 
scholars  the  ensuing  year, 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Company  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars  each,  for  their 
services  the  ensuing  year ; no  member  to  receive  said  sum  until 
he  has  served  his  full  year,  ending  April  1,  1885,  and  all  fines 
due  said  Company  to  be  deducted  from  said  amount;  the  above 
named  sum  to  be  drawn  on  the  order  of  the  Foreman  of  the 
Company. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  refund  to  William  E.  Hay- 
ward & Company,  two  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  eighty 
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cents  with  interest,  for  amount  of  tax  illegally  assessed  to  and 
paid  by  them,  for  the  year  1882. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  purchase  a new  Hearse 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  tax- 
ation for  any  number  of  years,  the  New  Hall  building  about  to 
be  erected  in  the  village  of  East  Douglas  by  Abbott  & Batch- 
eller,  also  the  land  on  which  it  shall  stand. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  town, 
county  and  state  tax,  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  the  capital  that 
may  be  invested  by  any  individual  company  or  corporation  who 
will  engage  in  any  manufacturing  industry  not  already  establish- 
ed within  the  limits  of  the  town,  and  employ  a capital  of  not 
less  than  Five  Thousand  Dollars.
